Business Superstitions 
Reviewed; People Found 
Ignoring Convention 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (/P*—Friday the 13th 
may be a good tim e to look at 
some 
business 
traditions 
many 
people believe will be shown up 
this year as m erely superstitions. 
So far, 1955 has turned in a num­ 
ber of surprises and m ay well test 
a lot of economic theories. Here 
are a few: 
Traditionally, people aren ’t sup­ 
posed tj buy new cars in any 
volume until spring m akes them 
restless and eager to get on the 
highway. 
However, people began buying 
new cart, this tim e while they still 
were shopping for 
a 
Christm as 
tree. Cold w eather buying set rec­ 
ords. 
Another tradition 
in the 
auto 
business is that new car sales drop 
sharply after June. Will that, too, 
turn out to be a superstition? 
In the building industry, tradi­ 
tion has it that the sales of new 
hom es bears a close relation to the 
m arriage rate. The idea is that new 
“ fam ily form ations’’ hold the key 
to the dem and. 
This year the building of new 
hom es is well in excess of the 
num ber of m arriages. Tradition 
isn’t working in 1955, budders say, 
for these reasons: 
Fam ilies are having more chil­ 
dren than used to be the fashion, 
and need larger quarters. So they 
buy new hom es. Many families 
have larger incom es and feel they 
can afford the m onthly m ortgage 
paym ents. 
And 
m ortgage term s 
are so easy that m any people are 
taking a chance on having these 
high incomes indefinitely. 
There is a tradition about the 
economy in general th at is up for 
a test just now. It is the business 
cycle theory. 
A bust alw ays follows a boom, 
according to the history books. So 
far, the postw ar boom has had only 
two upsets, both relatively mild. 
One was the inventory recession 
of 1949-50. The other w as the ad­ 
justm ent of 1953-54. The m uch-fear­ 
ed bust isn’t in sight. 
At the m om ent, business is so 
good that a num ber of business­ 
m en are calling it “ too good to be 
tru e .” 
T raditionalists 
say 
that 
sooner or later a real downturn 
will come along. But more and 
m ore 
businessm en—w hether 
just 
whistling in 
the 
d ark —are 
pro­ 
claim ing that idea just a super­ 
stition. 
Historically, 
com m odity 
prices 
have always had a bad break with­ 
in a few years after a m ajor war. 
It hasn’t come this tim e. 
Many com m odity prices, princi­ 
pally on farm products, have drop­ 
ped 
below 
postw ar 
peaks. 
But 
governm ental props, am ong other 
things, have staved off bad breaks. 
Other 
com m odities, 
principally 
m etals, have risen in price. 
Over-all, the com m odity price in­ 
dex has scarcely changed in the 
last two years. TTie cost of living 
index hasn’t changed in months. 
There are traditions, too, about 
price 
changes 
from 
month 
to 
month in the com m odity and stock 
m arkets. These are up for testing 
this year.

Ho w th e Salk Vaccin e 
Wo rk s to Fig h t Po lio 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
THE Salk polio vaccine works. 
We know that now. 
But how does it work? 
Threw Ty pe* of Vim* 
The vaccine developed by Dr. 
J onas E. Salk consists of all three 
ty pes of polio virus treated with 
a formaldehy de solution to make 
them harmless. 
When injected Into a person, 
the vaccine induces the body to 
produce antibodies as a defense 
against the invasion. We can’t ex ­ 
plain just what these antibodies 
are. We only know that they are 
small particles of protein manu­ 
factured by y our body as the re­ 
sult of infection. 
Protect Body Cell* 
Nor do we know precisely how 
these antibodies protect. In some 
manner, however, they appear to 
keep the virus from harming the 
body cells. Building up the anti­ 
body levels to attack the virus in 
the blood prevents the virus from; 
getting to the nervous sy stem 
and causing paraly sis. 
A few y ears ago, Dr. William 
Hammon, epidemiologist at the 
University of Pittsburgh, found 
that small amounts of polio- 
flghting antibodies contained in 
gamma globulin from human 
blood could confer temporary 


protection against the disease. 
By injecting gamma globulin 
obtained from blood known to 
contain these 
antibodies, Dr. 
Hammon could confer temporary 
immunity to polio. But these 
“ loaned” antibodies lost their 
power in from six to eight weeks. 
The polio virus itself, it was 
known, was capable of stimulat­ 
ing the human body into produc­ 
ing these antibodies to fight it. 
But the polio virus, of course, wa* 
also capable of producing paraly ­ 
sis or death. 
Chemically Treated 
Dr. Balk solved this problem by 
treating the virus with chemicals 
which destroy its ability to cause 
disease. Yet the virus still stimu­ 
lates production of antibodies to 
provide protection. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. W. W.: I have been a dia­ 
betic for 2 y ears and am wonder­ 
ing if this disease may be in­ 
herited by my 8-y ear-old boy and 
any other children that I may 
have? 
Answer: There is a tendency 
for diabetes to run in families. 
However, there are other factor* 
which contribute to this disease. 
The fact that y ou have diabetes 
does not necessarily mean that 
y our children will have it.

NEW YORK (J B-He sat there, 
the man across the luncheon ta­ 
ble, small, dark-ey ed, polite talk­ 
ing, with a whip in his mind. 
The whip is the one with which 
he lashes mankind and himself 
for failing to dream as big as 
people can, and for not attaining 
the dreams they do have. 
Asked when he was most hap­ 
py in his life, William Faulkner, 
student of failure 
and 
recent 
Pulitzer prize winner, started 
off: 
"Success comes too easy in 
this country . There 
are 
many 
way s to make money and they 
all spell success.” 
Faulkner may appear to some 
as the intellectual's Mickey Spil- 
lane. But his reverence is for a 
man like Thomas Wolfe, whom 
he calls the 
most 
magnificent 
failure of his 
generation, 
be­ 
cause "he tried to do more than 
flesh and blood could do. He 


tried to reduce the human heart 
into a paragraph.” 
"We measure greatness by the 
distance between the dream and 
the failure. We all fail. None of 
us match the dream.” 
Faulkner, who is a small man 
with obviously fastidious tastes, 
grew up with phy sical and liter­ 
ary behemoths, such is Wolfe 
and Hemingway . 
"In our generation we were all 
failures. My self. Dos 
Passos, 
Hemingway , Wolfe. Wolfe was 
the finest failure.” 
Faulkner, 
when 
asked 
how 
many books 
he 
has 
written, 
gives a vague answer. 
"Somewhere between 18 and 
22, probably 20.” 
When asked how many books 
he has sold, he say s he doesn’t 
know but is going to ask his 
publisher about those things." 
Faulkner is an extremely de­ 
liberate craftsman. Among other 
things, he has delivered the pl<* 


lines for 12 movies. The latest 
is "Land of the Pharoahs.” 
After winning the Nobel prize 
for literature, he was given the 
Pulitzer award this y ear for his 
novel, "A Fable.” This rather 
surprised him, since it was pub­ 
lished a y ear before. 
Faulkner, one of the most suc­ 
cessful writers rn America, has 
an outspoken antipathy for the 
bare bones of success. 
"I was born to be a tramp. 
I was happiest when I had noth­ 
ing. I had a trench coat then 
with big pockets. It would carry 
a pau* of socks, 
a 
condensed 
Shakespeare and 
a 
bottle 
of 
whisky . Then I was happy and I 
wanted nothing and I had no re­ 
sponsibility .” 
I asked him what makes peo­ 
ple grow old. He said idleness, 
boredom. It kills them. They die 
because they don’t have enough 
to do. 
"Doing nothing—sitting 
down 


and vegetating—is no good un­ 
less y ou can make it an actual 
occupation. 
"There are people who can do 
without a job in this world and 
stay healthy , but they have to 
be used to it.” 
Asked what was his greater 
pleasure in life now, Faulkner 
replied: 
"Thinking up an idea 
for a 
book before I realize this one 
really isn t going to be as good 
as I want it to be, either. 
"This time y ou say I’ll catch 
the answer to the whole riddle— 
why man is here—put it down in 
black and white so every one can 
see it and 
understand. 
Before 
y ou can do this, y ou break tile 
pencil and throw it away .” 
From the way he talks, y ou 
might get the idea his Mississip­ 
pi farm is strewn with broken 
pencils—until y ou take a look at 
that book list.

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STONE-AGE FARMING 
W H EELER MCMILLEN, a nationally 
known farm editor, has come up with a so­ 
lution for the farm surplus problem which 
puts emphasis on research rather 4han leg­ 
islation. He declares “ the laws of nature, 
which are God’s laws, are more produc­ 
tive than the laws of m an, provided you 
know how to obey God’s laws.” His solu­ 
tion to the present vexing problem of sur­ 
pluses is expressed in a single word — di­ 
versification. 
So far as farm production is concerned, 
he declares, we still are living in the stone 
age. ‘Three hundred thousand plant spe­ 
cies are known to exist,” he says, 
“ yet 
A m ericans are producing only 52 principal 
crops.” These for the most part are intend­ 
ed only for food, while billions could be 
added to farm income if research brings 
about other than non-food uses. 
Such research is under 
way. Nylon is 
being m ade from corn cobs, cigaret paper 
from flax straw , and textile fibers f r o m 
corn protein. There are 200 uses for corn 
and soybeans. Many acres now used to add 
to the surplus could be used for producing 
something useful if we had more research 
to show us how, he insists. The farm in­ 
d ustry doesn’t need legislation. It needs to 
become modernized. 


LOWER TAXES HELPED 
THAT TAX reduction has a definitely 
beneficial effect on the nation’s economy is 
reflected in final statistics of business vol­ 
um e last year, which saw retail sales, as 
well as savings, increasing to set new rec­ 
ords. 
A reduction of IO per cent in individual 
incom e taxes, effective Jan u ary I, 1954, 
resulted in a saving of approxim ately $3 
billion to the A m erican people. Much of 
this went for retail buying, the rem ainder 
into savings. 
Evidently 
the A m erican people m ade 
good use of this additional spending money. 
It enabled retail business to end the year 
on a definite upswing, in spite 
of 
lower 
farm income and some increase in unem ­ 
ployment. The upturn in retail buying in 
the closing m onths of last year is continu­ 
ing at a satisfactory rate into the new year, 
according to reports from all sections of the 
country. 
M any financial experts are convinced 
that lower taxes invariably produce eco­ 
nomic improvement. Results of last y e a r’s 
business operations supply corroboration. 
The people cannot spend money they do not 
have. When an inordinate percentage of in­ 
come is gobbled up by taxes the citizen is 
handicapped in his spending to that extent. 


GETTING THE BIRD 
The government is getting after its per­ 
ennial problem—federal letters w ritten in 
“ gobbledegook.” rRhis is that strained form 
of bureaucratic composition in which five 
lugubrious words are used when one sim­ 
ple one would do. 
The General Services Administration, 
the government housekeeping agency, has 
issued a 40-page m anual entitled, “ Plain 
L etters,” urging governm ent letter w riters 
to be short and 
sweet. The instruction 
pam phlet gets right down to cases. 
The manual contains a long “ w atchlist” 
of overworked and misused words and 
phrases. Officials are advised to avoid such 
te rm s as “ am eliorate,” “attention is call-

These Days 


When we think of polio, we who have 
children, we are afraid—terribly afraid be­ 
cause nobody can be sure that it will not 
be his child. True, there are other dis­ 
eases that are serious and dam aging but 
polio cripples and an entire nation has 
become conscious of it since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt becam e a symbol of its ravages. 
Therefore when the Salk vaccine was an­ 
nounced, the entire country was relieved. 
Here was 
another 
m arvel 
of medical 
science which would save millions of lives 
—the lives and happiness perhaps of our 
own children. Publicity on the Salk vaccine 
had been appearing in new spapers for 
about a y ear but the announcem ent of suc­ 
cess w as handled like the discovery of the 
North Pole. 
Laym en are not expected to understand 
the intricacies of laboratory tests, of live 
and nead viruses, of the difference between 
one method of operation and another. It 
is enough for them that a way has been 
found to immunize children against polio, 
as they are immunized against smallpox, 
diphteria, typhoid and other killing illness­ 
es. The nation rejoiced and everyone as­ 
sociated with the Salk vaccine was hailed 
as a heroic figure. 
The confusion set in. Had the announce­ 
m ent of the Salk vaccine not been so dram ­ 
atized, perhaps the heart-break of the con­ 
fusing and contradictory announcements 
would not have been so great. But how was 
it possible to announce its advent dram a 
and excitem ent when the disease itself is 
so shocking? Yet one cannot avoid asking, 
with some timidity, why those who under­ 
stand such m atters and were in charge of 
them failed to realize the difficulites and 
dangers that would be faced the m om ent 
the vaccine had to be m anufactured in 
am ple quantities and distributed over the 
entire nation. 
This* we do know: A large num ber of 
children w ere vaccinated with the Salk 
vaccine last Sum m er and a sufficient num ­ 
ber cam e through the tests to w arrant the 
judgm ent that it was between 80 and 90 
^percent safe and sure. That is a high 
percentage and justified the widespread 
use of the immunizer. In effect, that is 
what the announcement of success told us. 
We do not yet know w hat went wrong. 
One has the cold feeling that bureaucracy 
went wrong. One wonders w hether there 
was enough thinking- and planning. Surely 
Mrs. Oveta 
Culp 
Hobby’s 
D epartm ent 
might have guessed a year ago that the 
report on the vaccine might be favorable 
and stand-by plans could have been ready. 
Maybe they were. We do not know. A m ys­ 
tic secrecy surrounds things medical that 
often m akes one wonder whether we are 
not closer to medieval tim es than we like 
to believe. The curse of secrecy is upon us 
and it creates doubts among the people. 
At any rate, so far as the public knows, 
the vaccine has been mishandled and p ar­ 
ents are frightened again and some won­ 
der w hether it is not all a false alarm , 
which apparently it is not. There has been 
no statem ent fjrom any reliable source that 
the Salk vaccine as an im m unizer is not 
a success. Until such a statem ent is m ade 
by a responsible authority, we m ust a s­ 
sume that it is a success.

DIET AND HEALTH 
How the Salk Vaccine 
Works to Fight Polio 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE Balk polio vaccine works. 
We know th a t now. 
B ut how does it work? 
Throe Typos of Virus 
T he vaccine developed by Dr. 
Jo n as E. Salk consists of all three 
types of polio virus treated w ith 
a form aldehyde solution to m ake 
th em harm less. 
W hen injected into a person, 
th e vaccine induces th e body to 
produce antibodies as a defense 
a g a in st th e invasion. We c a n ’t ex­ 
plain ju s t w hat these antibodies 
are. We only know th a t they are 
sm all particles of protein m a n u ­ 
factu red by your body as th e re ­ 
sult of infection. 
Protect Body Cells 
Nor do we know precisely how 
these antibodies protect. In some 
m anner, however, they appear to 
keep th e virus from h arm in g th e 
body cells. Building up the a n ti­ 
body levels to attack th e virus in 
th e blood prevents th e virus from 
getting to th e nervous system 
and causing paralysis. 
A few years ago, Dr. W illiam 
Ham m on, epidem iologist a t the 
U niversity of Pittsburgh, found 
th a t sm all am ounts of polio- 
fighting antibodies contained in 
gam m a 
globulin from 
hu m an 
blood could confer tem porary 


protection against the disease. 
By injecting gam m a globulin 
obtained from blood known to 
contain 
these 
antibodies, 
Dr. 
H am m on could confer tem porary 
im m unity to polio. B ut these 
“loaned” 
antibodies 
lost th eir 
power in from six to eight weeks. 
The polio virus itself, it was 
known, was capable of stim ulat­ 
ing the hum an body into produc­ 
ing these antibodies to fight i t 
B ut the polio virus, of course, was 
also capable of producing paraly­ 
sis or death. 
Chemically Treated 
Dr. Balk solved this problem by 
treatin g th e virus w ith chem icals 
which destroy its ability to cause 
disease. Yet th e virus still stim u­ 
lates production of antibodies to 
provide protection. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. W. W.: I have been a dia­ 
betic for 2 years and am w onder­ 
ing if this disease m ay be in ­ 
herited by my 8-year-old boy and 
any other children th a t I may 
have? 
Answer; T here is a tendency 
for diabetes to run in families. 
However, there are other factors 
which contribute to th is disease. 
The fact th a t you have diabetes 
does not necessarily m ean th a t 
your children will have it.

Aaked when he was m ost hap­ 
py in his life, William Faulkner, 
student of

off: 
“ Success comes too 
easy 
in 
this country. There 
are

w ays to make money and they 
all spell success.” 
Faulkner may appear to some 
as the intellectual’s Mickey Spil- 
lane. But his reverence is for a 
m an like Thomas Wolfe, whom 
he calls tile 
most 
m agnificent 
failure of his 
generation, 
be­ 
cause “ he tried to do m ore than 
flesh and blood 
could 
do, 
He 


tried to reduce the hum an heart 
into a p aragraph.” 
“ We m easure greatness by the 
distance between the dream and 
the failure. We all fail. None of 
us m atch the dream .” 
Faulkner, who is a sm all m an 
with obviously fastidious tastes, 
grew up with physical and liter­ 
ary behem oths, such 
as 
Wolfe 
and Hemingway. 
“ In our generation we were all 
failures. 
Myself, 
Dos 
Passos, 
Hem ingway, Wolfe. Wolfe 
was 
the finest failure.” 
Faulkner, 
when 
asked 
how 
m any books 
he 
has 
w ritten, 
gives a vague answer. 
“ Somewhere between 18 and 
22, probably 20.” 
When asked how m any books 
he has sold, he says he doesn’t 
know but is going to ask his 
publisher about those things. 
Faulkner is an extrem ely de­ 
liberate craftsm an. Among other 
things, he has delivered the plot 


lines for 12 movies. The latest 
is “ Land of the P haroahs.” 
After winning the Nobel prize 
for literature, he was given the 
Pulitzer aw ard this year for his 
novel. “ A Fable.” This rather 
surprised him , since it was pub­ 
lished a year before. 
Faulkner, one of the most suc­ 
cessful w riters in Am erica, has 
an outspoken antipathy for the 
bare bones of success. 
“ I was born to be a tram p. 
I was happiest when I had noth­ 
ing. I had a trench coat then 
with big pockets. It would carry 
a pair of socks, 
a 
condensed 
Shakespeare and 
a 
bottle 
of 
whisky. Then I was happy and I 
wanted nothing and I had no re ­ 
sponsibility.” 
I asked him what makes peo­ 
ple grow old. He said idleness, 
boredom. It kills them . They die 
because they don’t have enough 
to do. 
“ Doing nothing—sitting 
down 


and vegetating—is no good un­ 
less you can m ake it an actual 
occupation, 
“ There are people who can do 
without a job in this world and 
stay healthy, but they have to 
be used to it.” 
Asked what was his 
greater 
pleasure in life now, Faulkner 
replied: 
“ Thinking up an idea 
for 
a 
book before I realize this one 
really isn t going to be as good 
as I want it to be, either. 
“ This time you say i'll catch 
the answer to the whole riddle— 
why man is here—put it down in 
black and white so everyone can 
see it and 
understand.

HOW A PRESUM PTUOUS ACT BROUGHT HIM TO RUIN

A FTER the tragic d eath o f 
King Jo ash, his so n, Amaziah 
reigned fo r 29 y ears. Like Jo ash 
he began his reign d o ing right in 
the Lo rd s sight. The d escrip tio n 
o f his reign d eals alm o st entirely 
w ith its m ilitary asp ects, 
Amaziah strengthened the mili­ 
ta ry fo rces o f Ju d ah and d efeated 
the Ed o mites. 
He o btained the 
serv ices o f a large nu m ber o f so l­ 
d iers fro m Israel. A p ro p het o f 
Go d who se nam e we d o no t kno w 
w arned him that Go d d id no t ap ­ 
p ro v e o f this m aneu v er, so he 
sent them back ho me bu t wo rried 
abo u t the mo ney he had p aid fo r 
these fo rces. 
This v icto ry o v er the Amo rites 
d id Amaziah no go o d , fo r he 
bro u ght back to Ju d ah the go d s 
o f the co nq u ered natio n and set 
them u p as his go d s. The anger 
o f the Lo rd was kind led against 
him fo r this, and he was warned 
o f Go d ’s d isp leasu re. He fo rmed 
an alliance with King Jo ash o f 
Israel which resu lted in the d e­ 
feat o f his arm y . 
The Israelite king bro ke d o wn 
the wall o f Jeru salem and seized 


wine d ressers, fo r he was fo nd Of 
farm ing. 
The 
king 
mo bilized 
a great 
arm y 
and 
armed - 
them 
with 
shield s, sp ears, helm ets and habcr 
geo ns (su its o f m ail) and bo ws 
and slings. 
Also he had bu ilt engines that 
hu rled sto nes against an enem y 
and o thers that sho t fo rth d arts 
and jav elins. He was su ccessfu l 
in all his u nd ertakings and so 
wax ed stro ng, and p ro u d . So he 
d id a mo st fo o lish and p resu m p ­ 
tu o u s thing. He w ent into the 
tem p le to bu rn incense u p o n the 
altar, which o nly a p riest was 
allo wed to d o . 
Zechariah the p riest saw him 
and fo llo wed him into the temp le, 
and o ther p riests jo ined him. They 
said , to him, "It p e rta ine d no t 
u nto thee, Uzziah, to bu rn incense 
u nto the Lo rd , bu t to the p riests, 
so ns o f Aaro n, that are co nse­ 
crated to bu rn incense; go o u t o f 
the sanctu ary ; neither shall it be 
fo r thine ho no r fro m the Lo rd 
Go d .” 
This rebu ke m ad e the 
king 
fu rio u s, He had a censer in his 
hand , and as his anger m o u nted ,

Jo ash, Amaziah 
tu rned aw ay fro m the Lo rd still 
m o re, which cau sed a co nsp iracy 
against him and he fled . He was 
p u rsu ed and slain. 
The king's so n, Uzziah. su c­ 
ceed ed him to the thro ne altho u gh 
he w as o nly 16 y ears o ld ,

any 
o ther king o f Ju d ah—5 2 y ears, 
He began his reign as his father 
and grand father d id befo re him, 
in the fear o f the Lo rd , bu t, as we 
shall see, he to o fell fro m grace.

sev ere tha t he m ight hav e said 
w ith Cain, slay er o f his bro ther 
Abel, "M y p u nishm ent is greater 
than I can bear." Uzziah had a 
gu id e and co u nsello r, bo th in re­ 
ligio u s and p o litical m atters, in 
the Pro p het Zechariah. 
Uzziah bu ilt to w ers at the gates 
cd Jeru salem to resist any p o s­ 
sible attack. He also bu ilt to wers 
in the d esert and d u g m any wells 
o r cisterns to catch the rain 
w ater, fo r he had m any cattle in 
the lo w' co u ntry and in the p lains; 
and he had tillers o f the so il and

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Uzziah’s Strength and Failure 


HOW A PRESUM PTUOUS ACT BROUGHT HIM TO RUIN 


S crip tu re— l l Chronicles 25 — 26. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
AFTER the tragic death of 
King Joash, his son. Amaziah 
reigned for 29 years. Like Joash 
he began his reign doing right in 
the Lord s sight. The description 
of his reign deals alm ost entirely 
w ith its m ilitary aspects. 
Amaziah strengthened the mili­ 
tary forces of Judah and defeated 
the Edomites 
He obtained the 
services of a large num ber of sol­ 
diers from Israel. A prophet of 
God whose name we do not know 
warned him th at God did not ap­ 
prove of this maneuver, so he 
sent them back home but worried 
about the money he had paid for 
these forces. 
This victory over the Am ontes 
did Amaziah no good, for he 
brought back to Judah the gods 
of the conquered nation and set 
them up as his gods. The anger 
of the Lord was kindled against 
him for this, and he was warned 
of God’s displeasure. He formed 
an alliance with King Joash of 
Israel which resulted in the de­ 
feat of his army. 
The Israelite king broke down 
the wall of Jerusalem and seized 


wine dressers, for he was fond Of 
farm ing. 
The 
king mobilized 
a great 
arm y 
and 
armed- 
them 
with 
shields, spears, helm ets and haber- 
goons (suits of m ail) and bows 
and slings. 
Also he had built engines th at 
hurled stones against an enemy 
and others th at shot forth darts 
and javelins. He was successful 
in all his undertakings and so 
waxed strong, and proud. So he 
did a m ost foolish and presum p­ 
tuous thing. He wont into the 
tem ple to burn incense upon the 
altar, which only a priest was 
allowed to do. 
Zechariah the priest saw him 
and followed him into the temple, 
and other priests joined him. They 
said, to him, ’’It p e rta in e d not 
unto thee. Uzziah, to burn incense 
unto the Lord, but to the priests, 
sons of Aaron, th at are conse­ 
crated to burn incense; go out of 
the sanctuary; neither shall it be 
for thine honor from the Lord 
God.” 
This rebuke m ade the king 
furious. He had a censer in his 
hand, and as his anger mounted,

vessels in the house of the Lord 
and the treasures of the king’s 
bouse. 
A fter the death of the 
king of Israel. Joa^h, Amaziah 
turned aw ay from the Lord still 
more, which caused a conspiracy 
against him and he fled. He was 
pursued and slam. 
The king’s son. Uzziah. suc­ 
ceeded him to the throne although 
he was only 16 years old. 
He 
reigned 
more 
years 
than 
any 
o ther king of Ju d ah —52 years. 
He began his reign as his father 
and grandfather did before him, 
in the fear of the Lord, but. as we 
shall see, he too fell from grace. 
U zziahs 
punishm ent w as so 
severe that he m ight have said 
with Cain, slayer of his brother 
Abel, "My punishm ent is greater 
than I can bear.” Uzziah had a 
guide and counsellor, both in re­ 
ligious and political m atters, in 
the Prophet Zechanah. 
Uzziah built tow ers at the gates 
of Jerusalem to resist any pos­ 
sible attack. He also built towers 
in the desert and dug m any wells 
or cisterns to catch the rain 
water, for he had m any cattle in 
the low country and in the plains; 
and he had tillers of the soil and

the first m ark of th a t dread dis­ 
ease, leprosy, showed on his fore­ 
head. The priests w ere horrified 
and drove him out of the temple. 
“And Uzziah the king w as a 
leper unto the day of his death 
and dwelt in a separate house, 
cut off from the house of the 
Lord.” Jotham his son was put 
over the king s house to judge the 
people. Even when he died Uzziah 
was not buried in the tom b with 
his fathers because he w as a 
leper. 
So died the third successive 
king of Judah alone and in tragic 
circum stances. We are not told 
w hether he repented of his sin 
during the years of his long ill­ 
ness. 
These lessons m ay be some­ 
w hat difficult for the younger 
classes, but young and older m ay 
heed the lesson th a t you are 
never too rich and powerful to 
take a fall if you grow proud and 
allow yourself to think th at you 
can disobey the laws of righteous­ 
ness. 
Little children and older ones 
too, find it difficult to “be good,” 
but they can try and keep on try ­ 
ing to please God in all humble­ 
ness.
